TRANSOCEANIC 
FREIGHT RATES 
CUT TWO-THIRDS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—To meet 
the cut in transatlantic freight rates 
made by British ship owners, the ship- 
ping board tonight announced a reduc- 
tion of about 662-3 per cent in tariff 
charges between Atlantic and gulf 
ports and ports in the United Kingdom, 
France, Italy, Belgium, and the Neth- 
erlands. 

The action followed announcements 
by British shipping interests three 
weeks ago which made reductions 
ranging from 60 to 70 per cent to Brit- 
ish carriers. The basic rate from the 
United States to England was cut 
from $3.40 to $1 per hundred pounds 
and from $1.75 to 50 cents a cubic foot. 

The cut applies to the bulk of ocean 
freight but not to cotton and some 
other commodities, which because of 
great bulk or for other special reasons 
take special rates. 

The new rate to the United Kingdom 
is $1 per 100 pounds or 60 cents a cubic 
foot against the old rate of $66 a ton, 
while the rate to Havre, Bordeaux, Ant- 
werp, and Rotterdam is $1.25 per 100 
pounds, or 65 cents per cubic foot, 
against the old charge of $66 a ton. 

At the same time the board an- 
nounced new rates from Atlantic and 
gulf ports to ports in India as follows: 
To Colombo and Calcutta, $1.10 per 100 
pounds, or 60 cents per cubic foot, as 
against the old rate of $45 a ton and to 
Rangoon and Madras $1.20 per 100 
pounds, or 65 cents a cubic foot, against 
the former charge of $50 a ton.

SMALL

Cambon Helps to 
Clear Up Dispute 
of Groups. 


PARIS, Jan. 27.—[By the Associated 
Press.]}—The peace conference today 
made a distinct gain when the nine 
teen small powers gave full adhesion 
to the organization formulated by thé 
five great powers, thus securing a 
united front of the great and small 
powers at the outset of the work on 
the main subjects before the members 
of the commission. 

This was largely due to the skillful 
direction of Jules Cambon, French dele- 
gate and former ambassador at Wash- 
ington, who was designated by the 
council of the great powers to presidd 
over the meeting of the small powerd 
held this afternoon. This meeting con: 
vened at the foreign office at 3 o'clock, 
at the same time the council of the 
great powers met, the two separate 
gatherings proceeding simultaneously, 
one in the office of M. Pichon, the for- 
eign minister, and the other in the 
Salle de la Paix.

This dissipated any 
lingering shadows of disagreement, and 
the meeting proceeded with entire har- 
mony to designate the membership of

Great Powers Meet. 


In the meantime the council of the 
great powers held two sessions during 
the day, resulting in the formation of 
two new commissions, to deal with 
financial subjects and the question of 
private and maritime laws. 

While the official communiques give 
no indication of the nature of “the 
question of maritime law,” it would 
eem to be a term embracing President 
Wilson’s second point, of freedom of 
the seas.

The 
farmers were plowing the shell crat- 
ered fields as the president: stood be- 
side the graves of 100 or more Amer- 
ican boys who gave their lives at that 
point and looked across the strategic 
valley to Belleau’ wood, a mangled 
mass of tree trunks and underbrush, 
but now a national monument to the 
marines, after whom the French gov- 
ernment have named the place. 

Then Mr. Wilson’ drove wp the hill 
over which the American troops 
smashed the crack Prussian divisions 
mustered there to ¢rush the “ green- 
horns” an@ where the dadvance on 
Paris was chécked. This was near 
Chateau Thierry. -Mr. Wilson saw the 
ruins of bridges over which the Amer- 
icans thrust back the enemy. line at 
this nearest point to Paris and the 
shell marked houses Which survived 
the battles of those memorable days. 

Before going to the cathedral he 
passed through the streets of a desert- 
ed city which was once the home of 
115,000 people but where less than 5,000 
are now eking out an existence among 
the ruins. He visited Red Cross can- 
teens where hundreds of destitute per- 
sons are fed night and day, and the 
hospital, where the sick and injured. 
are cared for. pea 

Cardinal Shows Cathedral, 


Cardinal Lucon, archbishop of 
Reims, who stood steadfastly by his 
charge for four years, during which 
time scarcely a day passed without a 
German shell hurling death into the 
city, met the president at the fence 
of rough boards which now excludes 
curiosity seeKers and incloses the rub- 
bish into which this most historic edi- 
fice has been reduced. 

The cardinal conducted Mr. Wilson 
to the nave of the cathedral, where in 
1914 the Germans, during their short 
occupation of the city, placed their 
wounded, and then, being forced to 
evacuate, burned their men to death 
by incendiary shells that fired the roof, 
but did not damage the yault. 

All over the flagging, worn smooth 
through the years by millions of feet 
bringing Frenchmen to an hour’s de- 
votion, were piled heaps of rubbish, 
remnants of statuary and frescoes, and 
fragments of columns and sculptures 
which were accounted the most per- 
fect and complete examples of Gothic 
art.

The panel is 
unsearred. It is circular and about 
three feet in diameter. It shows a 
figure of the Savior done in many col- 
ored glass of the early centuries. 

From the cathedral the president 
drove to view the ruins of the town 
hall, a spacious specimen of the Re- 
naissance style of architecture, and 
the Palais Royale, an eighteenth cen- 
tury edifice. These two, with the 
cathedral, comprised the most cele- 
brated historical memorials of Reims, 
and not one has escaped.

Allege 34 Murders and 


Thefts; Doubt at 
Washington. 


PARIS, Jan. 27.—Thirty-four mur- 
ders, 220 day and night assaults, and 
nearly 500 serious fights due to Amer- 
ican soldiers, occurred in the depart- 
ment of the Seine during the month of 
December, says the Matin today in re- 
verting to the subject of the reorgan- 
ization of the American police in Paris. 

The American police in Paris until 
recently had been chiefly recruited, the 
Matin points out, among American offi- 
cers and _ soldiers who had been 
wounded. Their main duty was to 
give infermation to American soldiers 
in the streets and to regulate trifling 
offenses. 


Crimes Have Chicago Tinge.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 27.—In a 
formal statement today commenting 
on the testimony before the senate 
propaganda investigating committee of 
Archibald Stevenson, who recently gave 
the committee a list of prominent 
persons who, he said, held radical or 
pacifist views, Secretary Baker said 
Stevenson never had been an officer 
or employé of the military intelligence 
service and that the war department 
did not “ undertake to censor the opin- 
ions of the people of the United 
States.” 

“TI am told,” Mr. Baker said, “ that 
Mr. Stevenson and a number of asso- 
ciates have throughout the war sought 
to analyze books and newspaper con- 
tributions with a view to determining 
the opinions of thelr writers toward 
the war. 

“I personally have no sympathy 
with the publication of lists of persons 
classified with reference to their sup 
posed opinions and grouped under a 
general designation such as ‘ pacifists,’ 
which may mean any one of a dozen 
things, some of them quite consistent 
with the finest loyalty to the country 
and some of them inconsistent with 
such loyalty. As a matter of fact, the 
war department does not undertake to 
censor the opinions of the people of the 
United States. It has no authority to 
classify such opinions. 

“In the particular list accredited to 
Mr. Stevenson there are names of peo- 
ple of great distinction, exalted purity 
of purpose, and lifelong devotion to 
the highest interests of America and 
of mankind. Miss Jane Addams, for 
instance, lends dignity and greatness 
to any list in which her name appears.”

Its adoption in the 
southern states would reduce the work- 
ing time from fifty-eight to sixty hours, 
and in most of the northern states 
from fifty-four hours.

U. §. PROHIBITION 
TO BE PROCLAIMED; 
CERTIFY 36 STATES 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.— 
Thirty-six states, the neces- 
sary three-fourths, had certi- 
fied to the state department 
their ratification of the federal pro- 
hibition amendment today, and prep@ 
ration of a proclamation to maké the 
amendment effective was ordered. Cer- 
tifications were received early in the 
day from Wisconsin, North Carolina, 
Utah, and Kansas, the last named 
being the thirty-sixth state to report. 

It was understood that the procia- 
mation would be issued within a few 
|days. Officials of the department 
‘planned to date it Jan. 16, 1919, on

SPY LAW TEST IN 
DEBS CASE BEGINS 
IN SUPREME COURT 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27. 
—Oral arguments began in the 
Supreme court today on the 
constitutionality of the espion- 

age act, in the cases of Eugene V. 
Debs, Socialist leader, convicted of 
violating the law in a speech at Can- 
ton, O., last June, and Jacob Froh- 
werk of Kansas City, found guilty of 
writing. alleged seditious articles for 
the Missouri Staats Zeitung. 

Counsel for the defendants attacked 
the act as an atempt to abridge the 
constitutional right of free speech and 
a free press. 

Unusual importance is attached to 
the Debs case by lawyers because they 
expect the court to make it the test 
proceedings in which it will pass upon 
the general validity of the act. 

Seymour Stedman of Chicago, attor- 
ney for Debs, argued that freedom of 
speech and of the press was denied. 

Admission as evidence of the rec- 
ords in the case of Rose Pastor Stokes, 
convicted in Missouri under the es- 
Pionage act, the so-called St. Louis 
Socialist platform, to which Debs is 
alleged to have subscribed, and an in- 
terview appearing in a Cleveland news-' 
paper giving Debs’ view of that plat- 
form was criticized, Mr. Stedman con- 
tending that the lower court tried his 
client on his “state of mind.”

BRITISH DEMOCRACY. 


During the war, early and late, we were told 
that the four—and later five—great democracies 
‘he world were fighting to make the world safe. 
The United States was the fifth great democracy. 
The early democracies were the tl.en great democ- 
racies of republican France, monarchical Great 
Britain, imperial Japan, and czaristic Russia. 

Later we came in, a trifle imperialistic but not 
monarchical, a regular democracy. Italy also was 
-in by that time, another imperialistic monarchical 
democracy. 

What do we mean by democracy? What just do 
you mean? Propaganda is immune from realism 
and aloof from facts. We were told that Russia 


and Japan were great democracies fighting against : 


’ the central autocracies of Europe. To tell us was 
to prove it. The czar was a democrat and the 
emperor of Japan was a democrat and their lands 
were democracies. 

We find that Great Britain is described, defined, 
referred to constantly as a democracy, and we ac- 
cept it as if it were a fact that Great Britain is a 
democracy. Great Britain is a monarchy. It isa 
’ monarchy for a profound political reason. It is a 
monarchy because a king is needed by the ruling 
class, which is an aristocracy. 

H. G. Wells asked the British people why they 
should continue to have their kings. Other kings 
were being put in the can to await.the arrival of 
the wagon. Why should the British retain their 
kings and queens? 

The question was sufficiently disturbing to need 
attention. Northcliffe organized the answer to it. 
King George and Queen Mary made triumphal! little 
trips about London, route announced in advance, 
and the loyalists gathered to shout. 
‘The British want their king. That is none of our 


business. But a monarchy is not a democracy, and 
calling it a democracy does not make it a democ- 
racy. | 

The kingdom of Great Britain has a king and 
British ruled India has a British emperor. There 


is a difference between the government of a land} 


. which has no hereditary monarch and a land which 
has one. There is a difference. It is the difference 
between the United States and Great Britain. It 
is the difference between democracy and monarchy. 

it does not get anywhere to say that the king 
of Great Britain and the emperor of India has no 
political power. He has political power. If he used 

it directly he might get into trouble. He can use 
it indirectly and use it effectively. Queen Victoria 

was a decisive political power. Edward VII. was a 
decisive political power. George may be less one 
because he does not have the commanding per- 
sonality of the other two rulers. 

But the Eritish monarch has power because the 
British social organizatic> is a social caste organ- 
ization. The monarch is the head of the caste and 
the top of the organization rules the rest of it. A 
nation may vote at the bottom and yet be ruled 
from the top. Great Britain has a parliamentary 
government which may be as expressive of popular 
opinion as our congressional government—might 
even at times be more responsive to it—but it is 
a top governed land and it is top governed because 
of its social order. 

We do not suggest that the British ought to de- 
throne their king. That is their business. But we 
may say that so long as they have a king they 
cannot have a democracy and they cannot properly 
be called a democracy. They will not be a democ- 
racy. 


The British are satisfied, presumably, with what. 


they have. We do not say that it is not*the best 

‘hing they could have. A democracy does not 

acquire virtue by its name. It acquires virtue by 

its acts. But a democracy is a democracy. A mon- 

archy is a monarchy. One cannot be the other. 
The British democracy is not.

BREST, PORT IN FRANCE |

To take care of the troops as they are being 
evacuated extensive building operations are being 
carried on. At present between 50,000 and 60,000 
soldiers are quartered here. The camp at Pontane-

It is a fine thing to be neighborly; finer to mind 
one’s own business, particularly when one has a 
great deal of business on hand.

VON BERNSTORFF IS JOINING. 

When Fred Smith, Tue Trisune correspondent, 
was in Berlin—getting there shortly after the sign- 
ing of the armistice by flying—he saw Count von 
Bernstorff, former German ambassador to the 
United States, sitting forlornly and lonesomely in 
the tearoom of a hotel. The count learned that 
Smith was an American reporter and was anxious 
to talk. Smith decided that the count had nothing 
to say and did not talk to him. The picture thus 
presented had considerable justice and much irony 
in it. 

But the count, a diplomat of faded gentility, is 
nevertheléss as full of dignity as a faded rug ina 
house which had been a mansion and now takes 
in roomers. He has been getting into the papers, 
the American papers, with his opinions. By clever 
maneuvering he is, as you may read in the columns 
of THE TRIBUNE and other newspapers, speaking as 
the voice of Germany. 

It is all right, so far as we are concerned, but if 
the editor of Tur Trisune were Herr Ebert of Ger- 
many he would be alarmed. Von Bernstorff is

PITY THE POOR MURDERER. 


Once in a while, not often enough, perhaps, the 
rowdies of Chicago get to shooting each other up; 
a sort of a whimsical compensation, we might say, 
but nevertheless murder. 

There is a law against murder. but still it 
flourishes. There is a movement to abolish hang- 
ing. Will the abolishment of hanging tend to de- 
crease the number of murderers? Hardly, because 
in the killings that gangmen visit upon each other 
there is the most excuseless form of murder, They 
do not so kill for gain, but very coldly and pre- 
meditatedly. Now, if they kill their brethren with 
such little compunction, what does it matter in 
their lives if a citizen or two fall by the bullet? 

_ If such a murderer kills once without distress of 
conscience, he is ready to do it again. The sym- 
pathy of Christian law is wasted on him.

was far below that of many American cities, al- 
though in three months 10,000 influenza and pneu- 
monia cases were handled in the hospitals, the 
greater part of them being taken from the trans- 
ports on their arrival. 


To get a good water supply the United States 
has rebuilt the water system. It has installed a 
modern chlorinating plant, and the water from the 
faucets in Brest is now drinkable; while to increase 


Mhe supply for Pontanezen a project is under way 


to dam the river. The United States likewise of- 
fered months ago to build a system of sewers for 
Brest, but the municipality turned the proposition 
down on the ground that sewers would mean a 
waste of the sewage, a point of view at which 
the Americans are still marveling. 

Reports have been spread in the states from time 


, to time that Brest is the toughest port on the seven 


seas. Men who ought to Know say this is the 
grossest exaggeration. 

Prices have soared and profiteera are gathering 
a harvest. There is complaint on this score, yet 
it is pointed out that the profiteers here are no 
more avaricious than they were in the cantonment 
towns of the United States. Comparatively the 
advance has been no higher, and the gouging in 
the restaurants of Brest is no worse than it was in 
Rockford and Battle Creek last summer. One great 
need is for entertainment for the soldiers. 


| RUSSIAN PROTEST TO ALLIS | 


EW YORK, Jan. 27.—[Spectal.J—A. J. 

Sack, director of the Russian information 

bureau in the United States, issued a state- 

ment today commenting upon the recent 
allied decision with regard to Russia. 

“The fundamental fault in the allied decision re- 
garding Russia,” he said, “is that they evidently 
have undertaken to decide the fate of Russia with- 
out consulting the Russians themselves. 

“There is in existence the so-called ‘ soviet Rus- 
sia’ and Russia proper. The bolsheviki control 
a part of central Russia with 40,000,000 population, 
while the anti-bolshevist governments contro] the 
rest of Russia, with about 120,000,000 population, 
not counting Finland. 


“ Russia as a whole has rejected the bolshevist 
rule through the constituent assembly. The bol- 
sheviki dispersed the constituent assembly with 
bayonets, and even in that part of Russia where 
they still rule they rule through mass terror. Not 
only the liberals but also the Socialist factions in 
Russia are against them. 

“The bolsheviki rule over the starving popula- 
tion through the Red guards and the Red army, 
bodies of well paid and well fed men. Under the 
bolshevist rule all civil liberties have been de- 
stroyed. All the opponents of bolshevism, So- 
cialists as well as Liberals, are being thrown into 
prisons and executed. The people are dying by 
the thousands daily, especially women and chil- 
dren. 


“The anti-bolshevist factions repudiate the allied 
proposal for three reasons: 

“ First, they do not want to meet the bolsheviki 
at the conference table, considering them traitors 
to Russia and humanity, murderers of their own 
brothers, criminals who are able to understand 
only one language—the language of physical force. 

“Second, they do not understand how the allies 
find it possible to place them, the people of Rus- 
sia. who have sacrificed millions of their best youth 
for the allied cause, on an equal footing with the 
bolsheviki who have betrayed Russia and the allied 
cause, ill treated the allied diplomatic representa- 
tives and citizens, and instituted such a terror that 
President Wilson considered it a duty in Septem- 
ber, 1918, to ask all the civilized nations through- 
out the world to join in protest against the horrors 
of the bolshevist régime. 

“ Third, the anti-bolshevist factions, representing 
the Russian people, consider it incompatible with 
the dignity of Russia to meet the allied representa- 
tives somewhere in the Princes island. Russia is 
entitled to full representation in Paris. 

“It is deplorable that Russia’s friends should 
undertake an important decision with regard to 
Russia without consulting the leaders of the Rus- 
siam people.”

CANNED FOOD DANGERS. 

ERE is a bit of information found 

in a medical journal. In judging 

whether canned goods are edible 

“the contents of the jar must not 

be tasted to see if it is spoiled. The 

smallest taste will be fatal if the toxin 
is strong.” 

It is all right to say this in a medical 
journai, but it is not all right to stop 
here. The housewives who do the tast- 
ing never read the medical journals. 
The statement referred to occurred in 
the course of an article on poisoning by 
the toxin of bacillus botulinus, 

For several years the government has 
been doing propaganda work for pre- 
serving food by the cold pack method. 
The method is simple and has much to 
But soon after the method 
came into use considerable reports of 


persons who had eaten of the products 
began to come in. 
cisco reported that there had been a good 
deal of trouble in his part of the coun-

try. Another California investigator has 


found what the trouble is and what can 
be done about it. 


Here are the signs that canned goods 
have spoiled: 

(a) Gas bubbles in the jars, the tops 


of the jars blown and a squirt of liquid 
as the top is unscrewed. 


(b) An odor somewhat resembling 


rancid cheeese. 


(c) A mushy or disintegrated appear- 
ance of the solid parts of the contents 
of the jars. 

If the food presents any of these ap- 
pearances it is not to be tested by tast- 
ing, because the practice is hazardous. 
If the indications are that the food is 
infected with bacillus botulinus it is not 
necessary to throw it away. Five min- 
utes of boiling will destroy all of the 
poison and make the food safe if it is 
eaten at once. If it is boiled, resealed 
and put away the bacteria will grow 
again and refill the food with poison. 
There is a reason for all this and a way 
to prevent it. 


Bacillus botulinus grows only where 
the air has been excluded, differing in 
this from most of the ordinary bacteria 
which cause spoiling. It is not killed by 
the boiling temperature even if the boil- 
ing is repeated. It produces a violent 
poison. 


loaded it up again within twenty-four hours. The4 About the only satisfactory plan for 


the housewife is to put up only perfectly 
sound and not overripe fruit and veg- 
etables. They should be thoroughly 
cleaned and handled in a clean place 
with clean hands, Fruits and vegeta- 
bles that are a little overripe can be 
eaten fresh without danger because this 
bacillus only makes poison in surround- 
ings from which the air has been ex- 
cluded. But such fruits and vegetables 
should not be put up because the scald- 


ing does not kill this grave poison pro- 
ducer, and hermetic sealing makes liv- 
ing conditions just to its liking. 

Canning companies using steam under 
pressure to sterilize their goods can guar- 
antee the products to be free from this 
poison. But housewives not using live 
steam must depend for safety upon good 
fruit and vegetables in the first place 
and scrutiny for evidences of spoiling in 
the second place. 


BABY’S FRIEND. 

Mre. Cc. W. B. writes: “It is my 
opinion that P. M.'s baby is simply hun- 
gry. The mother’s milk evidently does 
not satisfy the baby or is insufficient in 
quantity. Therefore the baby prefers 
the rubber nipple, as he knows that he 
did get what he wanted out of it and 
was comfortable. We had practically 
the same experience with our baby and 
as soon as he got filled up he slept. 
I am anxious that these parents know 
of this, as it is a pity for a baby to 
go hungry.” 

REPLY. 

I think you are probably right. However, 
the mother should make an effort % in- 
crease her breast milk and should not be 
in a hurry to feed cow's milk to the baby.

Chicago, Jan. 27.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—Your intensely interesting editorial 
entitled “ The Irish Republic" gives the 
Americans of Irish blood some little com- 
fort, not perhaps for its logical findings 
‘so much as for that we have won your 
notice at all. There is a lot of water 
between Ireland and some of us, but, 
with all its churnings, blood is thicker 
still. 

You say that the Irish republic will 
not be because “ British commerce with 
America would be at the mercy of hos- 
tile marine bases on the Irish coast—sub 
and surface bases—and if the United 
States will not allow Mexico to give 
a naval base to Japan it may be under- 
stood that Great Britain will not allow 
Ireland to become even a possibility of 
affording maritime bases.” 

The United States will not allow Mex- 
ico to give a naval base to Japan, but 
to enforce her will the United States 
does not claim sovereignty over Mexico. 
Let Great Britain give Ireland as much 
liberty as the United States acknowl- 
edges as Mexico's right and we will be 
well satisfied. 

As for being “at the mercy of hostile 
marine bases,’ surely the mighty navy 
that rules the seas would be sufficient se- 
curity against that, even should the 
mighty league of nations that is now 
forming fail. 

You say ‘‘there is only one way of 
establishing an Irish republic, and that 
is by sinking the British navy first.”’ 
Well, that may be the fact, but it is 
not what we desire, for, even with the 
“Ww. G. N.,” we acknowledge the worth 
of having that mighty navy police the 
seas, but we feel certain, sir, that there 
is another way—alas, apparently, equal- 
ly impossible for us—and that its to get 
justice from the press. 

If the press of our country would only 
give us the publicity they give and have 
given to other liberty loving lands our 
case would be haJf won. If we could get 
simple justice we would be satisfied. 
There is no justice in printing a map 
of Ireland, with the entire province of 
Ulster marked off as anti-home rule. 
when the facts are that of the nine coun- 
ties in that province five are distinctly 
home rule—Donegal, Cavan, Monaghan, 
Tyrone, and Fermanagh, the first three 
85 per cent, the other two 55 per cent.

I had to train myself painfully and 
laboriously not merely as regards my 
body but as regards my soul and spirit. 
When a boy I read a passage in one 
of Marryat’s books which always im- 
pressed me.

After this is kept up long 
enough it changes from pretense to 
reality, and the man Coes in very fact . 
become fearless by sheer dint of prac-. 
ticing fearlessness when he does not, 


judgment which I then formed on this 


then as now, many of the big corpora- 
tion lawyers, to whom the ordinary 
members of the bar then as now looked 
up, held certain standards which were 
difficult to recognize as compatible with 
the idealism I suppose every high 
minded young man is apt to feel. 


Man’s First Duty. 
If I had been obliged to earn every 


heartedly into the business of making 
both ends meet, and should have taken 
up the law or any other respectable 
occupation—for I then held, and now 
hold, the belief that a man’s first duty 
is to pull his own weight and to take 
care of those dependent upon him; and 
I then believed, and now believe that 
the greatest privilege and greatest duty 
for any man is to be happily married, 
and that no other form of success or 
service, for either man or woman, can 
be wisely accepted as a substitute or 


feel it. (1 am using my own language, 
not Marryat’s.) 

This was the theory upon which I 
went. There were.all kinds of things 
of which I was afraid at first, ranging 
from grizzly bears to “mean” horses 
and gunfighters; but by acting as if I 
was not afraid I gradually ceased to 
be afraid. Most men can have the 
same experience if they choose. They 
will first learn to bear themselves well 
in trials which anticipate and which 
they school themselves in advance to 
meet. After a while the habit will 


grow on them, and they will behave 


well in sudden and unexpected emer- 
gencies which come upon them un- 
awares. 


Fearlessness as an Ideal. 


It is, of course, much pleasanter if 
one is naturally fearless, and I envy 
and respect the men who are naturally 
fearless. But it is a good thing to re- 
member that the man who does not en- 
joy this advantage can nevertheless 
stand beside the man who does, and 
can do his duty with the like efficiency, 
if he chooses to. 

Of course, he must not let his desire 
take the form merely of a day dream. 
Let him dream about being a fearless 
~ man, and the more he dreams the bet- 
ter he will be, always provided he does 
his best to realize the dream in prac- 
tice. ‘ 

He can do his part honorably and 
well provided only he sets fearlessness 
before himself as an ideal, schools him- 
self to think of danger merely as some- 
thing to be faced and overcome, and 
regards life itself as he should regard 
it, not as something to be thrown away, 
but as a pawn to be promptly hazarded 
whenever the hazard is warranted by 
the larger interests of the great game 
in which we are all engaged. 


Takes Up Law Studies. 


When I left Harvard I took up the 
study of law. If I had been sufficiently 
fortunate to come under Prof. Thayer 
of the Harvard Law school, it may well 
be that I would have realized that the 
lawyer can do a great work for justice 
and against legalism. But, doubtless 


chiefly through my own fault, some of 
the teaching of the law books and of |!ong before the era of ballot reform and 
the classroom seemed to me to be/|the control of primaries; long before 


against justice. 

The caveat emptor side of the law, 
like the caveat emptor side of business, 
seemed to me repellent; it did not make 
for social fair dealing. The “let the 
buyer beware” maxim, when trans- 
lated into actual practice, whether in 
law or business, tends to translate itself 
further into the seller making his 
profit at the expense of the buyer, in- 
stead of by a bargain which shall be 
to the profit of both. It did not seem 
to me that the law was framed to dis- 
courage as it should sharp practice, and 
all other kinds of bargains except 
those which are fair and of benefit to 
both sides. 


But it happened that I 
had been left enough money by my 
father not to make it necessary for me 
to think solely of earning bread for 
|myself and my family. I had enough 
‘to get bread. What I had to do, if I 
| wanted butter and jam, was to pro- 
| Vide the butter and jam, but to count 
their cost as compared with other 
things. 

' In other words, I made pp my mind 
_that, while I must earn money, I could 
afford to make earning money the sec- 
ondary instead of the primary object 
of my career. If I had had no money 
at all, then my first duty would have 
been to earn it in any honest fashion. 
As I had some money I felt that my 
need for more money was to be treated 
ds a secondary need, and that while it 
was my business to make more money 
where I legitimately and properly 
could, yet that it was also my business 
to treat other kinds of work as more 
important than money making. 


Joins Republican Party. 


Almost immediately after leaving 
Harvard in 1880 I began to take an 
interest in politics. I did not then be- 
lieve, and I do not now believe, that 
any man should ever attempt to make 
politics his only career. It is a dread- 
ful misfortune for a man to grow to 
feel that his whole livelihood and whole 
happiness depend upon his staying in 
office. Such a feeling prevents him 
from being of real service to the people 
while in office, and always puts him 
under the heaviest strain of pressure 
to barter his convictions for the sake 
of holding office. 

A man should have some other occu- 
pation—I had several other occupa- 
tions—to which he can resort if at any 
time he is thrown out of office, or if 
at any time he finds it nétessary to 
choose a course which will probably 
result in his being thrown out, unless 
he is willing to stay in at cost to his 
conscience. 

At that day, in 1880, a young man of 
my bringing up and ¢onvictions could 
join only the Republican party, and 
join it I accordingly did. It was no 


I was young; there was much in the 


simple thing to join it then. That was 


the era when we realized that the gov- 
ernment must take official notice of the 
deeds and acts of party organizations. 

The party was still treated as a pri- 

te corporation, and in each district 
the organization formed a kind of so- 
cial and political club. A man had to 
be regularly proposed. for and elected 
into this club, just as into any other 
club. As a friend of mine picturesque- 
ly phrased it, I “ had to break into the 
organization with a jimmy.” 

Under these circumstances there was 
some difficulty in joining the local or- 
ganization, and considerable amuse- 
ment and excitement to be obtained 
out of it after I had joined.

CHADWICK DEAD; 
FAME AS AUTHOR 


New York, Jan. 27.—Rear Admiral 
French Ensor Chadwick, U. 8. N., re- 


tired, who was chief of staff of Ad- 
miral Sampson during the Spanish- 
American war, died today at his winter 
home here. 

He had been ailing for more than a 
year, and about a week ago was re- 
moved here from his summer home 
at Newport, R. I. Pneumonia set in 
and he was seriously ili for several 
days before his death...
